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Environmental watchdog group 
launches accusations at public agencies

ZION - After cruising 
Sheridan Road on a hot day, 
drivers welcome the Lake 
Michigan breeze that they en- 
counter upon turning into the 
Illinois Beach State Park.

Input light on traffic problem

LAKE VILLA - The Lake County 
Department of Transportation held the first 
of six forums Tuesday night, intended to 
gather public input on traffic congestion in 
the county. 

But the department did not get as many 
opinions as it might have wanted. Officials 
addressed a thin audience at the 
Antioch/Lake Villa Township Hall, and 
many of those present represented organi- 
zations or government bodies. 

Transportation authorities slated the 
forum to run from 6 to 9 p.m. It ended at 7:15 
p.m. 

However, the people there who spoke 
during the public input part of the night 
had plenty of thoughts on clogged road- 
ways. 

Take Gene Lefave of Antioch. He used to 
take Route 83 to work in Libertyville every 
day, but four years ago he became fed up 
with traffic jams. He has bicycled to work 
ever since. 

""The 83 corridor is a nightmare for any- 
one who has been on it," Lefave told depart- 
ment heads, which included Director

Martin G. Buehler. "I don't see any of your 
projects solving my problems anytime 
soon." 

The projects Lefave referred to are four 
areas-in the county that were named a top 
priority for improvement during an Illinois 
Department of Transportation summit in 
2005. 

The areas are Route 45 from Route 137 to 
Route 120; Route 45 from Route 120 to 
Washington Street; Route 41 from 
Lake/Cook Road to Route 137; and a Route 
120 bypass. 

Buehler said that the goal is to improve 
traffic flow in these areas, but funding for 
projects is dwindling and hard to come by. 



Officials are working to find a way to 
solve congestion problems, Buehler said, 
including holding the forums to gamer sug- 
gestions from the public, and working with 
transit systems to reduce the number of ve- 
hicles on the streets. 

Ideas heard during the transportation 
meetings will be brought to this year's 
September IDOT summit. 

Several audience members expressed 
hope that Route 173 in Antioch would get 
special attention from IDOT leaders. Others 
voiced concerns over Route 60 from Cedar 
Lake to Peterson roads and the intersection 
of Rollins Road and Route 83 in Hainesville. 

John Andrews of Ingleside suggested 
that traffic signals could be timed differ- 
ently depending on what time of day it was, 
such as shortening red lights during rush 
hours. 

KeiJJi Fujihara, Antioch's engineer, said 
he was dismayed over delayed construction 
along Route 83 between Route 132 and Petite 
Lake Road. 

Whatever opinion stated, though, Lake 
County officials seemed to take each point 
seriously. 

"If we end up fighting with each other, 
we're going to get nowhere," Buehler said.

Officials hope survey will 
end confiision, garner ideas

ANTIOCH- Many residents, especially those 
living in The Arbors of Windmill Creek, are 
confused about the proposed aquatic center, 
said Laurie Stahl, director of parks and recre- 
ation.

Stahl said the survey also should be available 
online through the village's Web site. 

One thing that is known about the aquatic 
center is its name. The site now is called the 
Winnie Sorenson Aquatic Center. The title is in 
honor of Sorenson, 87, who has taught swim- 
ming lessons at the Antioch Aqua Center since 
it opened in 1958. 

Stahl said the survey should be wrapped up 
by June 8. The responses will be pored over and 
then submitted to the engineering firm.

Clinic offers localized health care

ANTIOCH - Claire Coleman, 80, is thrilled 
that Antioch now has its own dialysis clinic. 

Now her son and daughter, Patti Thivierge, 
58, and Andre Thivierge, 48, both of Antioch, 
don't have to travel to Round Lake to get kid- 
ney dialysis. 

FMS Antioch Dialysis Unit is one of the 
newer occupants at the plaza located at 311 
Depot St., near the Metra station. 

The facility opened in December 2005, said 
Toni Perry, clinical supervisor. The clinic re- 
ceived certification for Medicare on April 29. 

FMS conducts two types of dialyses, Perry 
said: hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis. 
FMS also offers home dialysis, which involves 



doctors training patients to conduct a dialysis 
at home. 

Coleman said her son and daughter both un- 
dergo hemodialysis, where the blood is circu- 
lated through filters outside the body to clear it 
of waste. 

Dialysis usually takes about 4 hours for each 
patient, Perry said, and the clinic has eight pa- 
tients right now. 

People who need dialysis have suffered kid- 
ney failure, often caused by heredity, diabetes 
or high blood pressure, Perry said. 

Clinic workers hope to educate the public 
about dialysis through a Sept. 9 open house, 
Perry said. 

The National Kidney Foundation will be on 
site and free screenings for diabetes will be of- 
fered. 



What is dialysis? 



■ Dialysis is a method of cleansing the 
blood of waste when a person's own kid- 
neys are unable to do so. 

• HEMODIALYSIS: Circulating the blood 
through filters outside the body. 

* PERITONEAL DIALYSIS: Injecting spe- 
cial fluids into the peritoneal membrane, 
which is located inside the abdomen. The 
fluids are left inside for a time, then 
drained out. This can be done at home, 
but must be performed every day.

Residents protest Nielsen tree cutting

Several homeowners, who 
purchased lots and homes 
from Fred Nielsen, now are 
protesting plans to remove 
some pine trees from an area 
behind their lots. 

"When we bought this prop- 
erty, we were told we were 
paying for premium lots be- 
cause of the trees," resident 
Ann Miller said. Her Pine 
View Pass home backs up to a 
stand of trees, mostly pines. 

Although nothing was put 
in writing, Miller contends the 
trees were a selling point, with 



an implied promise that they 
would remain intact. 

Nielsen said he needs to 
take down some of the trees, 
some over 70 feet tall, to allow 
for grading on Phase II of The 
Pines subdivision. 

He said he is entitled to do 
that, under village ordinances, 
as the stand of trees has been 
defined as "young woodland." 

Miller takes issue with the 
definition. 

"All we want is a tree sur- 
vey," Miller said. "No one has 
actually gone out there and 
counted the trees." 

The village tree ordinance 
defines a mature woodland as

one in which at least 50 per- 
cent of a stand of at least an 
acre of trees have a diameter of 
at least 10 inches, or a grove 
consisting of eight or more 
trees with a diameter of 12 
inches. 

Miller contends that the 
percentage of larger diameter 
trees may meet the standard 
for mature woodland, with 
more restrictions on cutting 
than are allowed on young 
woodland, but says a formal 
tree survey would settle the 
issue. 

According to the minutes of 
the Plan Commission meeting 
held on May 4, Kirk Bishop of 
Duncan and Associates, the 
village's land planner, stated 
the plans follow the ordinance 
and agreed with Mr. Peter's 
(Helmut Peter, land engineer 
for The Pines) assessment that 
after walking the site, the pine 
trees would be considered 
young woodland, and recom- 
mended approval of the plan." 

Miller said she did not 
think Bishop had been out to 



the site. She later amended her 
statement to say she did not be- 
lieve he had actually counted 
the trees. 

Nielsen had hired a court 
stenographer to record verba- ' 
tim the plan commission pro- 
ceedings. He offered to provide 
a copy of the transcript, but 
has not done so, to date. 

A tree survey calls for a 
count of "the number, diame- 
ter, location, condition and 
species-cultivars of all live 
trees on the subject property 
prior to any regulated tree de- 
struction activity." 

No formal tree survey, as 
defined by village code, has 
been performed. At the plan 
commission meeting, board 
member Jay Cribb made a mo- 
tion to require a survey. 
Failing a second, the motion 
died. 

"Why would I call it 'The 
Pines' if I didn't have pines 
there?" Nielsen said. His land- 
scape plans call for removalpf 
some trees along the southeast 
corner of the stand of trees.

the area between Camp Logan, 
near the 17th Street entrance to 
the park, and the Zion nuclear 
power plant. 

Kakuris said water does not 
impact this recently-discovered 
patch of debris, as it sits inland. 

"It doesn't end, the amount 
of scrutiny this site has had and 
the number of medical profes- 
sionals that have found no 
health-based need to close the 
site," he said. 

Marcelyn Love, spokesper- 
son for IDNR, said the asbestos 
is not friable. 

John Grover, professor of ge- 
ology at the University of 
Cincinnati, said friable as- 
bestos crumbles to the touch, 
sending asbestos fibers into the 
air, where inhalation could 
occur and damage to health, re- 
sult (see outbox). 

Non-friable asbestos, on the 
other hand, does not crumble to 
the touch. However, pulveriza- 
tion or breakage of the material 
containing this non-friable as- 
bestos can release asbestos 
fibers. 

Jeffrey Camplin, president 
of Camplin Environmental 
Services Inc., said-the asbestos 
at Camp Logan is non-friable, 
but that this does not erase the 
potential for harm. 

Claims of 
government goofs 

In a statement, the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources, said Professional 
Service Industries Inc. (PSI) re- 
moves the asbestos in weekly 
sweeps. 

Kakuris pointed out that re- 
moval of chunks of debris that 
contain asbestos does not take 
care of the microscopic fibers 
that remain in the sand, and 
threaten health (see outbox). 

But Camplin, who teaches 
classes on asbestos abatement, 
said the manner in which PSI 
removes the debris does not fol- 
low protocol. 

The society also accuses the 
IDNR and Illinois 

Environmental Protection 
Agency of covering up the agen- 
cies' "incompetence" in this re- 
gard and violations of environ- 
mental regulations. 

The complaint called for in- 
vestigation of state agencies' 
and officials' activities. 

"The state told people that 
they cleaned the asbestos, but 
they didn't," Kakuris said. 

IDNR said Kakuris had

"mischaracterizefdl the nature 
of these issues and the IDNR's 
response to those issues." 

Dunn said no one knew of 
the presence of the debris near 
Camp Logan until after the 
burn. 

"We all wish they weren't 
there, but they are," he said. 

Visitors' safety 

In June, the Center of 
Excellence in Environmental 
Health in the School of Public 
Health at the University of 
IDinois at Chicago issued a re- 
port that examined the area. 

The executive summary of 
the report stated that ACM 
washing on the beach is still a 
concern, and that most of it 
comes from structures. 

The report also found that 
the volume of ACM reduced by 
about one percent since 1989. 

The report said it could not 
predict the "condition friabil- 
ity,' and handling circum- 
stances for any particular piece 
of ACM." 

The report recommended 
beach surveillance, visitor edu- 
cation, and remediation of 
structures that include ACM. 

Camplin deemed visitor edu- 
cation in the park lacking. 

"If attendance drops, so be 
it," he said. "If people [keep 
comingl, so be it. At least you 
told them." 

Paul Giordano, environmen- 
tal protection specialist for 
IDNR, said the park would 
make available documents 
about asbestos. Visitors will 
find them at kiosks throughout 
the park. 

The society has requested 
isolation of the area, which re- 
mains open to the public, in 
lieu of an evaluation and cessa- 
tion of "illegal abatement activ- 
ity." 

Finally, it called for the Lake 
County Health Department to 
determine risk to the public 
that frequents the park.

First, let's backtrack a little 
bit. I met Dusty Baker at a 
media event prior to his first 
season with the Cubs and I 
knew that Dusty was an avid 
outdoorsman. 

Later, I called the Cubs' 
front office, left a message for 
Baker and figured that I proba- 
bly would never get a call back. 
An hour later, the publicity di- 
rector called and said Dusty 
wanted me to have his cell and 
home phone numbers. I was as- 
tonished. 

I made arrangements to 
pick up Dusty and Cubs coach 
Gene Clines for a day of fishing 
out of southern Lake 
Michigan. wyd be the guests 
of well-known pro fisherman, 
Mike Norris. I arrived down- 
town at Dusty's residence 15 
minutes late. He and Clines 
rode me: "We're outdoorsmen 
and we are on time or early! If 
we knew where we were going, 
you'd be standing here alone 
right now." 

They were teasing me - 1

We had great car rides back 
and forth and talked plenty of 
baseball. The fishing itself was 
awful. I think we caught a 
grand total of, let me think 
here, three fish - two dink 
largemouths and a white^ bass, 



but a nice white bass at that. 

We never got onto the big 
lake. Wind conditions made it 
impossible to challenge Lake 
Michigan. We were confined to 
industrial Lake Calumet and 
the boat even was boarded by 
the Coast Guard for going . 
through a no-wake area at 
speed. 

Tor me, the highlight of the 
trip came a few days later. 
While fishing, I suggested that 
Baker move the struggling 
Mark Bellhom to the leadoff 
position in the order. He and 
Clines laughed, although I of- 
fered statistical proof that 
Bellhom was a better top-of- 
the-order hitter than he was at 
the bottom. 

To my surprise, two days 
later, Bellhorn was slotted to 
bat first in the line-up. On the 
pre-game show with Ron 
Santo, Dusty was asked about 
the radical change. "I was out 
fishing with Steve Sarley from 
CLT V and he told me to do it. 
At first, I thought it was crazy, 
but I looked on the computer 
and he was right. I've only 
been with this team for three 
months. He has been watching 
them his whole life." 

In the bottom of the first, 
when the Cubs came up to bat, 
Chip Caray said, "You might 
be wondering why we have 
such a strange lineup today.

Daniels back on track

When 
Warren 
Township 
High School 
2000 gradu- 
ate Dante 
Daniels was 
set to play 
Division I 
football and 
track at the 
University of 
Western 

Michigan, his collegiate future 
looked ambitious and promis- 
ing. 

But it was the start of a 
downward spiral, resulting in 
two years away from college, 
joining the working world and 
living on his own. 

Six years since his high 
school graduation, Daniels fi- 
nally is driving the high road 
again. The Monmouth College 
junior has qualified for this 
weekend's NCAA Division HI , 
Track and Field National 
Championships in the 100- and 
200-meter dashes and the 4x400 
relay. 

To top things off, Daniels 
broke Keenan King's school 
record in the 100, running a time 
of 10.49 seconds at a last chance 
qualifier meet on May 17. That 
time, which was .19 seconds 
faster than King's 2003 mark, 
gave Daniels the fourth-fastest 
time in the nation this year. 

"Actually, I was planning 
on running the 400, because I 
run it every week in the 4x4," 
Daniels said. "But at the last 
minute, I decided to run the 
100 because they had fast peo- 
ple running in it." 

Getting to this point cer- 
tainly was no small feat. 
Daniels had the intent of com- 
peting in both football and 
track at Western Michigan. 
But his grades started to slip, 
and Daniels transferred to 
Parkland College in 
Champaign. Though Daniels 
started to perform better aca- 
demically at Parkland, he con- 
tinued bouncing around from 
college to college, winding up 
at Harper College in Palatine. 

Once again, his grades took 
a dive, and Daniels admits to 
skipping weeks of classes at 
times. Eventually, Daniels was 
out of college altogether. 

"I actually moved out of my 



parents' house and moved to 
Waukegan on my own," 
Daniels said. "They moved to 
Georgia, so I was kind of out 
thereby myself." 

Two years away from col- 
lege, Daniels wanted to give it 
another shot. He also had the 
desire to compete in sports 
again. 

But first things first, 
Daniels concentrated on his 
studies, and his matured de- 
meanor hit the books at the 
College of Lake County in 
Grayslake last year. 

"I kind of had to get my 
head on straight," Daniels 
said. "I got my grades up at 
Lake County. Then I talked to 
Coach (Roger) Haynes about 
playing football and running 
track, and everything worked 
out." 

The Monmouth track coach 
has helped Daniels become one 
of the program's best sprinters 
- all this, despite a six-year ab- 
sence from the sport. 

"I was telling my team- 
mates at the Drake Relays that 
a couple years ago, I couldn't 
even imagine playing sports," 
Daniels said. "I was just at 
home, not doing anything, no^ 
lifting, nothing. Now it's all 
working out. Coach Haynes, 
he's helped me out, getting 
into the swing of things." 

Monmouth, which typically 
dominates the Midwest 
Conference in most sports, 
won its sixth straight confer- 
ence men's track title. 

i Daniels had four victories, 
winning the 100, setting a new 
meet record in the 200 and cap- 
turing titles in the 4x100 and 
4x400 relays. 

, The 4x400 team has beaten 
some stiff competition this sea- 
son. Daniels' first-leg efforts 
have been an integral piece in 
capturing the, early lead, as 
was the case in beating a 
University of Wisconsin tan- 
dem at the Wisconsin Twilight 
meet. 

"They count on me to do it," 
Daniels said of his quick 
starts. "If I don't, I feel like I let 
them down. You feel a little bit 
of pressure if you don't come 
through. Now, they expect it."

Front-wheel vs. rear-wheel drive: The battle continues 



This year, there" is a resur- 
gence of vehicles being offered 
in rear-wheel drive. Since the 
1970s, most cars were built with 
front-wheel drive, so this shift 
is a surprise for drivers. For 
years, car enthusiasts have ar- 
gued over the merits and disad- 
vantages of both drive systems, 
leading many to ask ... which is 
better? Let's get to the bottom nf 
this competition. To do so. it's 
important to understand how 
front-wheel drive and rear- 
wheel drive differ. 

Definitions 

• Rear-wheel drive: A driving 
system where the vehicle is 
pushed by its rear wheels 
rather than pulled by its front 
wheels. Its engine and trans- 
mission are separate (rather 
than combined in a 
transaxle). 

• Front-wheel drive: A drive 
system where the engine and 
transaxle components apply 
the driving force to the front 
wheels rather than the rear 
wheels. 

In layman's terms, rear- 
wheel drive vehicles use the 
back tires to push the car along, 
while. front- wheel drive vehi- 
cles use the front tires to pull 



the car along. 

Pros/Cons 

Each drive system has. its 
share of advantages and disad- 
vantages: 

Front-wheel drive 

Advantages: The main ad- 
vantage of front-wheel drive is 
reduced cost. There are less 
parts required in the manufac- 
ture and installation of this 
type of system, including no 
driveshaft or rear axle. These 
cost savings are passed on to 
the consumer. Fewer parts also 
add up to reduced vehicle 
weight. A lighter vehicle is bet- 
ter on fuel economy, accelera- 
tion and braking* among other 
things. In addition, because the 
engine is located over the front 
tires— the drive wheels — it is 
said that traction is improved. 

A missing driveshaft and 
other rear axle mechanics free 
up space in the back of the car. 
This means more rear seating 
room and cargo space in the 
trunk. 

Disadvantages: The disad- 
vantages are mainly a decrease 
in vehicle handling ability. 
With more weight over the 



front of the car, the back end 
tends to become lighter. That 
could mean fishtailing scenar- 
ios on icy roads. Also, the front 
tires must bear all of the work, 
operating with a finite amount 
of tire grip. When some must be 
given up for acceleration, other 
areas suffer, such as cornering 
and steering. 

Rear-wheel drive 

Advantages: The disadvan- 
tages of front-wheel drive are 
the main advantages of rear- 
wheel drive ... increased vehi- 
cle handling. With some of the 
mechanical parts removed 
from the front and installed at 
the rear, vehicle balance and 
handling are much improved. 
That is why most sports cars 
and professional racing vehi- 
cles rely on rear-wheel drive. 

Disadvantages: Extra parts 
assembly, installation, and 
areas for repair drive up the 
price of rear-wheel drive cars. 
And as previously mentioned, 
these extra parts, like a drive- 
shaft, may reduce interior 
room in the vehicle. Typically, 
rear-wheel cars are said to have 
less traction compared to those 
with front-wheel drive because 
there is relatively little weight 




centered over the back drive 
tires. However, manufacturers 
have made strides to remedy 
the situation by installing trac- 
tion control and vehicle stabil- 
ity systems to alleviate these 
concerns. 

Which is better? 

In essence, it all comes down 
to preference. Advances in au- 
tomotive technology have made 
it possible to find both rear- 
wheel and front-wheel drive ve- 
hicles that are very comparable 
in performance. In fact, 



Popular Mechanics magazine 
recently paired up 4-cylinder, 6- 
cylinder, and 8-cylinder vehi- 
cles of similar weight and style 
in both front- and rear-wheel 
drive to see which ones out-per- 
formed the others. Courses 
were set up in dry and wet road 
conditions. The results found 
minimal differences between 
the vehicles' performance. 

The battle will likely rage on 
over which is better. The solu- 
tion might be to invest in an all- 
wheel-drive vehicle ... but that's 
another story altogether.

Good fats, bad fats 
- which is which?

Question: Fats are a confus- 
ing topic. Can you help me out 
with good fats and bad fats? 

Answer. There are three 
macronutrients the body needs 
for health and vitality: carbo- 
hydrates, proteins and fats. 

Fats and oils are important 
for optimal health. Fats pro- 
vide a source of concentrated 
energy. They are the building 
blocks for 
cell mem- 
branes. 

Fats are 
necessary 
for the pro- 
duction of 
hormones 
and, when 
consumed 
as part of a 
meal, fats ______ 

slow down absorption so that 
we can go longer without feel- 
ing hungry 

In addition, they act as car- 
riers for important fat-soluble . 
vitamins A, D, E and K. 
Dietary fats are needed for the 
conversion of carotene to vita- 
min A, for mineral absorption 
and for a host of other 
processes. 

Detailed research done at 
Harvard shows that the total 
amount of fat in the diet, 
whether high or low, is not re- 
ally the cause of disease. What 
really matters is the type of fat 
in the diet. 

New results from the large 
and long Women's Health 
Initiative Dietary Modification 
Trial showed that eating a low- 
fat diet for eight years did not 
prevent heart disease, breast 
cancer or colon cancer, and did 
not do much for weight loss. 

There are three kinds of 
fats. 

Saturated fats are solid at 
room temperature and are the 
most stable fats. They can 
withstand high cooking tem- 
peratures and will not turn 
rancid. They are found in ani- 
mal fat, whole milk, butter, 
cheese and tropical oils and 
the body makes them from car- 
bohydrates. These criticized 
saturated fats are not the cause 
of modern disease. If they 
were, none of us would be alive 



today because saturated fats 
were the primary energy 
source for most of our ances- 
tors. 

Saturated fatty acids, which 
make up at least 50 percent of 
cell membranes, play a vital 
roll in the health of our bones 
and enhance our immune sys- 
tems. Monounsaturated fats- 
are not quite as stable as satu- 
rated and should be heated to 
only moderate temperatures. 
Sources include olive oil, 
peanut oil, most nuts and avo- 
cados. 

The third type of fat is 
polyunsaturated. They are 
very unstable and should never 
be heated. Examples of polyun- 
saturated fats are omega 6s, 
which are readily available in 
grains, and commonly used 
cooking oils such as corn, saf- 
flower and sunflower. Omegas 
3s are found in leafy green veg- 
etables and oily fish. Our diets 
generally are too high in 
omega 6s and too low in omega 
3s. An ideal ration is 1:1 

The fats to avoid, the bad 
fats, are trans-fatty acids 
(TFAs). 

Structurally, these fats are 
closer to plastic than fat. TFA 
consumption has been linked 
to heart disease and elevated 
cholesterol levels. Margarine 
is a vegetable based product 
designed to compete with but- 
ter - it is notorious for high 
levels of TFAs. 

In the same Harvard study 
mentioned above, margarine 
was linked to heart disease. 
Other sources of TFAs are veg- 
etable shortening, partially hy- 
drogenated vegetable oil, deep- 
fried chips, many fast foods 
and most commercial bake 
goods. 

What is important to re- 
member is a diet that consists 
of 10 to 20 percent fats is good, 
depending on the person. 
Watch the handling of fats and 
get a good mixture of all the 
good ones.

Because of that, 
Sophie convinces Langdon to es- 
cape with her on a quest to solve 
tilts grand illusion. Soon they 
find secrets and codes hidden in 
various works by Leonardo Da 
Vinci that lead to a covert soci- 
ety, the Priory of Sion, which 
myth indicates guards the Holy 
Grail. 

This film, adapted from Dan 
Brown's fambus (or infamous) 
book - depending on your point 
of view - a mix of fact and fic- 
tion, has created a controversy 

We will leave it to those who 



are interested to sort out the 
fact from the fiction and from 
their faith. At issue is the fic- 
tional story about Christ that 
many are treating as if it were 
presented as fact. 

As in "The Last Temptation 
of Christ," "The Da Vinci Code"- 
alleges that Jesus was married 
to Mary Magdalene, and further," 
that Mary was pregnant with 
the child of Jesus and that the 
bloodline continues to this day 

With respect to this specula- 
tion, the same information pre- 
" sented in the film tends to be 
less convincing than in the 
book. 

This is one of those in- 
stances where it might have 
been a better movie if it had 
been longer. And make no mis- 
take about this movie, it's about 
making money and not trying to 
reinforce on the screen what 
was in this best selling book. 
The agenda here is financial 
and not religious. 

Hanks and Tautou were ef- 
fective in their roles, but we 
never got as engaged in their 
characters as we expected. 

The most interesting charac- 
ters were the ones with mis- 
guided religious beliefs, such as

'Final Fantasy XF takes a hit 



I'm taking a personal stand against 
"Final Fantasy XI Online." 

Playing video games should be a 
smooth experience; put a game in an 
Xbox 360 and start playing. I couldn't 
do that with "Final Fantasy XI." 
Merely plugging it in was a nightmare. 

To make the most of it, you need to 
own the most expensive Xbox 360, the 
one with a hard drive. That's $400. You 
have to belong to Xbox Live's online 
gaming network. That's $8 a month, or 
$50 a year. 

I'm fine with all that. Those are 
good, premium things to have around 
the house, if you can afford it. 

Then the horror comes: You have to 
register for the "Final Fantasy XI" on- 
line service. I couldn't even find out 
how much more that costs, because I 
refused to capitulate. Here I will re- 
mind the makers of "Final Fantasy XI" 
that the game itself costs $50. Isn't that 
payment enough just to see computer 
graphics kill each other? 

Giving your money to "Final 
Fantasy XI" isn't easy, either. You type 
in five separate, 20-letter registration 
codes. You have to type in your mailing 
address and phone number. Two hours 




into the process of signing up for stuff 
and typing in personal info, I gave up. 
It's one thing to buy a game know- 
ing it's online-only, and that you'll have 
sign up for Xbox Live, which is a fan- 
tastic pay service. 
But I have to tell a 
game company 
where I live? And 
my phone number? 
And, oh, by the way, 
here's my credit 
card number to 
charge me more 
fees? Uh, no. 
I don't want to go 
^— ^— ^—^— on too much of a 
tirade, but this is one more example of 
how stupid and time-wasting life is be- 
coming in the high-maintenance end of 
video games. 

If you play games on a PC. you have 
to run expensive software like McAfee 
to make sure your laptop doesn't get in- 
fected and die. 

To make some of my game-related 
techie stuff work - such as my $200 
Logitech TV remote control - 1 not only 
have to regularly plug them into the 
wall to charge their batteries, I have to

Games are depressingly fragile, too.

So, I never did play these games. 
And I will not fondly remember the 
endlessly unsatisfying experience of 
"Final Fantasy XI," no matter how 
many other critics have heaped high - 
praise on the teen-rated title. Stick it in 
your ear, "Final Fantasy XI." 

Instead, hero's what I'll recommend. 
A game came out a year ago called 
"Hitman Contracts" for Xbox and 
PlayStation 2. It's a classic. You play as 
an assassin, I was so angry about the 
"Final Fantasy" business that I played 
"Hitman Contracts" again for 10 bliss- 
ful hours, shooting bad guys with 
sneaky prowess. 

And yes, you can buy "Hitman 
Contracts" in used-game stores for $10.

— — — get them to take her. 

Dolly, a purebred Shin Tzu, moved 
in with Carrington's, and her new fos- 
ter sister, Gigi. Four-year-old Dolly had 
no idea what going potty outside meant 
and so housebreaking was worse than a 
nightmare. She did her business all 
over their beautiful hardwood floors. 

I visited them and we went over 
housebreaking rules. Within a week of 
continual hard work, Dolly was house- 
broken - which was a huge feat for a 4-

year-old pooch. 

Sara later joined our fundraising 
committee, Roy was soon to follow, and 
the couple restored our much needed, 
yet defunct, computer software pro- 
gram.

And Kim Haasarud demystifies the mar- 
garita in "101 Margaritas" (Wiley). She calls it 
the drink that puts "happy" in "happy hour" 
and shares many variations on a theme, in- 
cluding a number of her signature creations. 

Lemon Drop 

(From: "Ultimate Bar Book") 

Lemon wedge 
Superfine sugar 



1 1/2 ounces lemon-flavored vodka 

(well chilled) 

1 ounce Grand Marnier (or 

Cointreau) 

1 1/2 ounces fresh lemon juice 

1/2 ounce fresh orange juice 

Lemon peel spiral 

Rub the fim of a chilled cocktail glass with the 
lemon wedge and rim with sugar. Shake the liquid 
ingredients vigorously with ice. Strain into the 
prepared glass. Garnish with the lemon peel spi- 
ral. 

French Quarter Martini 

(From "Big Easy Cocktails") 

3 ounces lemon-flavored vodka 
3/4 ounces Chambord 
3/4 ounces pineapple juice 
Lemon leaves, for garnish 
1 lemon twist, for garnish 



Combine the vodka, Chambord and pineapple 
juice and shake with ice. Strain into a cocktail 
glass and garnish with the lemon leaves and a 
lemon twist. 

Recommended listening: Luther Kent's, "Long, 
Long Day." 

Margarita Madras 

(From: "101 Margaritas") 

3 ounces orange juice 
1 ounce white tequila 
1 ounce triple sec 
1 ounce cranberry juice 
Orange wedge, for garnish 
Coarse sugar (optional), for garnish 

Combine the ingredients in a cocktail shaker 
filled with 3/4 cups of ice and shake vigorously.

Slit 
rolls down the middle and toast on the grill for 1 minute. Spread pea 
puree on one side of rolls and mustard on the other. Place a hot dog 
in each roll, slit each down the middle and fill with relish.

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Derby race pits fast against furry-ous

ROUND LAKE BEACH -The spectators were awe- 
struck, the trainers were beyond excited and the com- 
petitors - well, they acted like animals. 

About 12 hamsters competed Saturday at Petco in 
Round Lake Beach as part of its first-ever Hamster 
Ball Derby Race. 

Sure, the contestants were cute and furry, but 
when it came down to it, this was serious competi- 
tion. 

Hamster owners ranged in age from 5 years old to 
into their 30s. The hamsters varied from the basic 
shorthaired competitors to the teddy bear variety, 
and the black and very docile European hamster. 

Abbey Justus and her mother, Denise, came in 
from Lake Villa to compete in the event. Abbey raced 
her hamster, Harold, and Denise raced Abbey's other 
hamster, a toddy bear named Hannah. 

"This is a big competition," Denise joked. "We 
heard about it through the store from a flier." 

Store manager Mark Bejcek said each participant 
would receive a $1 coupon for hamster food. The win- 
ner would receive a "critter operated chopper," which 
is an exercise toy shaped like a motorcycle and fueled 
by hamster power. Of course, they also would receive 
bragging rights. 

Before the race heats, owners chattered amiably

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about their hamsters and how funny the whole event 
was. 

There was a four-lane track with a start and fin- 
ish line, and checkered flags were hung around the 
track to keep the spectators back. 

One contestant was disqualified prior to the race. 

According to Bejcek, he did not have a ball large 
enough for a black hamster named Molly. In actual- 
ity, Molly was a 130-pound Newfoundland owned by 
Joan Faulkner of Round Lake Heights. 

Contestants brought their own hamsters and 
hamster exercise balls, but those who didn't have ei- 
ther could borrow a hamster and a ball from the 
folks at Petco. 

"The store hamsters have never been in a ball be- 
fore, so this will be interesting," Bejcek said. 

After a confusing start, the store hamsters, which 
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were the European variety, got the hang of operating 
the ball. They slowly worked their way from the 
starting line, down the- raised track, toward the fin- 
ish line. 

Coaches were allowed to turn their hamsters 
around and give them a little push, but it was up to 
the hamsters to do the rest. 

Occasionally, a hamster would roll the wrong di- 
rection or take off with such a head of steam; the 
poor little creature was tail over head before it knew 
what had happened. 

Coaches tried a variety of techniques to get the 
hamster down the track. Some walked along next to 
the balls, hoping the hamster would follow them. 
Others waited at the finish line, calling to their ham- 
ster and smacking their hands against the floor, hop- 
ing they would come toward the sound. 

After the fur settled, it was Denise Justus that 
won with her daughter Abbey's hamster, Hannah, 

"This has to be the greatest feeling ever," Denise 
said to Abbey. 

She agreed, but Abbey said next year she would be 
the one racing Hannah. 

Bejcek said all of Petco's Chicago and Wisconsin 
district participated in the hamster derby and the 
plan is to make it an annual event. 

"For the first time, turnout was pretty good," 
Bejcek said. "It was really kind of fun." 

Bejcek said they might have additional races to 
include gerbils, or' any other critter that might fit 
into an exercise ball. 

On Saturday, June 3, the Naperville Petco will 
host its second annual national Chihuahua race. 

Bejcek, a Chihuahua owner himself, is hopeful 
that event will expand and come to Lake County in 
the future. 
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'Da Vinci' 
spurs debate

GURNEE - Erwin Lutzer stared directly into the 
camera, making it seem like he was looking into the 
eyes of the group gathered at Gurnee Community 
Church on May 21, 

Lutzer said some people have asked him why every- 
body is making such a fuss about Dan Brown's "The 
Da Vinci Code" book, and now movie. 

"It is a big deal," Lutzer said. "The issues raised in 
'The Da Vinci Code' are much bigger than 'The Da 
Vinci Code.'" 

To learn about these issues and how to handle ■ 
them, the church watched a nationwide live broadcast 
entitled, "Unlocking The Da Vinci Code." 

Lutzer, co-author of "The Da Vinci Code: Fact or 
Fiction?" was one of three evangelical Christian lead- 
ers who spoke during the program, which took place 
in a church in California. 

The popularity of "The Da Vinci Code" has been 
both a blessing and curse to the Christian faith, 
Lutzer said. 

On the one hand, people have been spurred to eval- 
uate their faith and investigate Christianity, Lutzer 
said. But on the other hand, Lutzer said Brown's work 
of fiction gives many factual errors, causing some to 
doubt their faith. 

Lutzer spent the majority of the 90-minute broad- 
cast debunking many claims Brown made in the book. 

One of the biggest questions raised was whether 
Jesus was married to Mary Magdalene and produced 
offspring. 

In the book, the largest evidence for this union was 
found in The Book of Philip, a Gnostic gospel, which 
said that Mary Magdalene was Jesus' companion, and 
he often kissed her on the face. 

The Gnostic writings were books not included in 
the Bible t They were written by the Gnostics, who 
were pagans and against Christian teachings, Lutzer 
said. 

These Gnostic documents were unreliable not only 
because of their bias against Christianity, Lutzer said, 
but also because many words were lost from aging 
parchment. For example, the word "face" was inserted 
by translators, and could have meant cheek, hand or 
another body part. 

But this isn't the biggest argument against the mar- 
riage of Jesus and Mary Magdalene, said Lee Strobel, 
author of "Exploring The Da Vinci Code." 

Brown wrote that the Priory of Sion, a secret soci- 
ety that supposedly protected the Holy Grail, Mary 
Magdalene and her bloodline, was formed in 1099. 

Strobel. however, said that Frenchmen Pierre 
Plantard and Andre Bohomme created the Priory of 
Sion in 1956. They even fabricated documents to link 
Leonardo Da Vinci, Victor Hugo and other well-known 
names to the society, and created a false history of the 
group to date it to 1099. 

Stu Merkel, pastor of Gurnee Community Church, 
said the controversy surrounding "The Da Vinci 
Code" has led people to explore who Jesus Christ was. 

"It's a fascinating study," Merkel said. "So many 
people never really had a chance to know the answers 
before." 



Special effects brothers make it big

Greg and Colin already had established them- 
selves when they supervised the special effects for 
"Volcano," a $100 million visual extravaganza that 
was also released in '97. 

But with "Titanic" came the 
chance to work closely with a film- 
maker they had revered since they 
were kids in Waukegan. 

"On Titanic,' we were brought 
inTor the final months of post 
[production], so we finished the 
iceberg sequence in the middle of 
the film," Greg recalled. "It was 
only about a dozen shots in total, 
but we lived close to Jim 
Cameron's house, so it wasn't un- 
common for us to drive over and 
meet with him in person. I don't 
believe too many other companies 
had this arrangement." 

Since working on "Titanic," 
Greg and Colin have founded their 
own special effects company, 
called Hydraulx, in Southern 
California. 

Success in the field occurred rather quickly for 
the brothers. 

After Greg and Colin graduated from Waukegan 
High School in 1993 and 1994, respectively, they al- 
most immediately began sending examples of their 
special effects work to studios in Hollywood. 

By September of 1995, Greg had been hired to 
work on a small budget movie called, "The Stupjds." 
Following that project, Colin joined his brother in 
California and the two collaborated to work on 
episodes of the popular television show, "The X- 
Files," which led to work on the Eddie Murphy 
movie, "The Nutty Professor." 

They have since done work on "Terminator 3: 
The Rise of the Machines," "The Day After 
Tomorrow" and currently are involved in the film 
adaptation of Frank Miller's graphic novel, "300," 
which is a historical account of the Persian-Greco 
war that took place in 480 B.C. 

Greg and Colin also have established themselves 
as directors for commercials, and under the

moniker "The Brothers Strause" through a Los 
Angeles production company called "tight." They 
even have directed music videos for bands such as 
Perfect Circle, Linkin' Park and Godsmack. 

As their careers have progressed, so too has the 
technology in the film industry, allowing for the 
type of effects that audiences will see in "X-Men: 
The Last Stand" and, next year, in-"300." 

"Obviously, the toolsets in commercially avail- 
able software have improved greatly and certain 
costs have come down," Colin said. "On the other 
hand, everyone's expectations regarding quality 
and complexity have gone up as well, so these forces 
tend to cancel each other out to a certain extent." 

As they have continued to make a name for them- 
selves in the realm of computer graphics and jaw- 
dropping visual effects, Greg acknowledged that a 
feature film directed by the Brothers Strause would 
be "a natural progression." 

But, he added, it would have to be the right fit. 

"We've been quite picky in this regard, as mak- 
ing features is a long and arduous process," Greg 
said. "You need to be very sure of the project, be- 
cause you are signing up for something that is going 
to consume at least a year of your life." 

As for what that dream project might be, Greg 
said there were myriad possibilities. 

"I'm not sure I have time to list them all," Greg 
said.

'Henry IV' dazzles

CHICAGO -Chicago 
Shakespeare Theater's back-to- 
back production of "Henry IV, 
Parts 1 and 2" stands out as a 
crowning achievement for the 20- 
year-old company. 
It's simply superb. 
This marathon event, under 
the capable direction of Barbara 
Gaines, offers a special treat for 
theater fans and runs for 5 hours, 
excluding a 1-hour meal break. 
After its mid-June close, the pro- 
duction will be remounted July 6 
to 15 in Stratford-upon-Avon, 
England, at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company as part of 
a yearlong celebration presenting 
the entire Shakespeare canon. 

"Henry IV, Parts 1 and 2," part 
of the Bard's chronicle, or his- 
tory plays, are perfect companion 
pieces that follow power struggles 
in a war-torn England. 

.More than that, the dramas 
draw a bead on King Henry IV 
(David Lively), who is caught in a 
power struggle ("uneasy lies the 
head that wears the crown") and 
who finds himself lamenting the 
dissolute lifestyle and disrep- 
utable circle of friends chosen by 
his eldest son and heir apparent, 
the future Henry V known vari- 
ously as Prince Harry and, to his 
pals, Hal (Jeffrey Carlson). 

Henry IV asks aloud if Harry 
might have been switched at birth 
from the son, Hotspur (John 
Douglas Thompson), born his 
cousin, the Earl of 
Northumberland (Bruce A. 
Young). 

Greg Vinkler is in top form as 
the comical wastrel Sir John 
Falstaff, a sort of surrogate fa- 
ther to the future king, who capi- 
talizes on the relationship for his 
own betterment. That early famil- 
iarity, however, comes to an 
abrupt halt late during the sec- 
ond play when the newly crowned 
Henry V, who has reformed his 
life, cuts the ties with his unsa- 
vory past. 

His power-brokering days over 
before they began, one almost can 
see the light go out on the aging 
Falstaff, the self-proclaimed "for- 
tune's steward," following his

Good fats, bad fats 
- which is which?

Question: Fats are a confus- 
ing topic. Can you help me out 
with good fats and bad fats? 

Answer: There are three 
macronutrients the body needs 
for health and vitality: carbo- 
hydrates, proteins and fats. 

Fats and oils are important 
for optimal health. Fats pro- 
vide a source of concentrated 
energy. They are the building 
blocks Tor 
cell mem- 
branes. 

Fats are 
necessary 
for the pro- 
duction of 
hormones 
and, when 
consumed 
as part of a 
meal, fats — — — ^— 
slow down absorption so that 
we can go longer without feel- 
ing hungry. 

In addition, they act as car- 
riers for important fat-soluble 
vitamins A, D, E and K. 
Dietary fats are needed for the 
conversion of carotene to vita- 
min A, for mineral absorption 
and for a host of other 
processes. 

Detailed research done at 
Harvard shows that the total 
amount of fat in the diet, 
whether high or low, is not re- 
ally the cause of disease. What 
really matters is the type of fat 
in the diet. 

New results from the large 
and long Women's Health 
Initiative Dietary Modification 
Trial showed that eating a low- 
fat diet for eight years did not 
prevent heart disease, breast 
cancer or colon cancer, and did 
not do much for weight loss. 

There are three kinds of 
fats. 

Saturated fats are solid at 
room temperature and are the 
most stable fats. They can 
withstand high cooking tem- 
peratures and will not turn 
rancid. They are found in. ani- 
mal fat, whole milk, butter, 
cheese and tropical oils and 
the body makes them from car- 
bohydrates. These criticized 
saturated fats are not the cause 
of modern disease. If they 
were, none of us would be alive 



today because saturated fats 
were the primary energy 
source for most of our ances- 
tors. 

Saturated fatty acids, which 
make up at least 50 percent of 
cell membranes, play a vital 
roll in the health of our bones 
and enhance our immune sys- 
tems. Monounsaturatcd fats 1 
are not quite as stable as satu- 
rated and should be heated to 
only moderate temperatures. 
Sources include olive oil, 
peanut oil, most nuts and avo- 
cados. 

The third type of fat is 
polyunsaturated. They are 
very unstable and should never 
be heated. Examples of polyun- 
saturated fats are omega 6s, 
which are readily available in 
grains, and commonly used 
cooking oils such as corn, saf* 
flower and sunflower. Omegas 
3s are found in leafy green veg- 
etables and oily fish. Our diets 
generally are too high in 
omega 6s and too low in omega 
3s. An ideal ration is 1:1 

The fats to avoid, the bad 
fats, are trans-fatty acids 
(TFAs). 

Structurally, these fats are 
closer to plastic than fat. TFA 
consumption has been linked 
to heart disease and elevated 
cholesterol levels. Margarine 
is a vegetable based product 
designed to compete with but- 
ter-it is notorious for high 
levels of TFAs. 

In the same Harvard study 
mentioned above, margarine 
was linked to heart disease. 
Other sources of TFAs are veg- 
etable shortening, partially hy- 
drogenated vegetable oil, deep- 
fried chips, many fast foods 
and most commercial bake 
goods. 

What is important to re- 
member is a diet that consists 
of 10 to 20 percent fats is good, 
depending on the person. 
Watch the handling of fats and 
get a good mixture of all the 
good ones.

'Da Vinci' tends to be less 
convincing than book

young girl. Because of that, 
Sophie convinces Langdon to es- 
cape with her on a quest to solve 
this grand illusion. Soon they 
find secrets and codes hidden in 
various works by Leonardo Da 
Vinci that lead to a covert soci- 
ety, the Priory of Sion, which 
myth indicates guards the Holy 
Grail. 

This film, adapted from Dan 
Brown's famous (or infamous) 
book - depending on your point 
of view - a mix of fact and fic- 
tion, has created a controversy 

We will leave it to those who 



are interested to sort out the 
fact from the fiction and from 
their faith. At issue is the fic- 
tional story about Christ that 
many are treating as if it were 
presented as fact. 

As in "The Last Temptation 
of Christ," "The Da Vinci Code"- 
alleges that Jesus was married 
to Mary Magdalene, and further; 
that Mary was pregnant with 
the child of Jesus and that the 
bloodline continues to this day 

With respect to this specula* 
tion, the same information pre- 
' sented in the film tends to be 
less convincing than in the 
book. 

This is one of those in- 
stances where it might have 
been a better movie if it had 
been longer. And make no mis- 
take about this movie, it's about 
making money and not trying to 
reinforce on the screen what 
was in this best selling book. 
The agenda here is financial 
and not religious. 

Hanks and Tautou were ef- 
fective in their roles, but we 
never got as engaged in their 
characters as we expected. 

The most interesting charac- 
ters were the ones with mis- 
guided religious beliefs, such as

LINCOLNSHIRE - Approaching the 
white tent adjoining the grand ball- 
room of the Marriott Lincolnshire 
Resort Friday night you could hear the 
thrumming of nervous chatter - the 
sound of longtime friends reunited.

If he was feeling worn down from 
his recent change of duties in the latest 
White House staff shakeup or from his 
testimony in front of the grand jury re- 
garding CIA leaks, it didn't show. 

Rove delivered exactly the rousing 
pep talk everyone expected. 

Opening with "Here in the Illinois, 
the red state, the Land of Lincoln, 
we've had the blues lately." 

Rove reminisced about how.his first 
paid job in politics was here in Illinois, 
predicted that Judy Barr-Topinka 
would become the next governor, and 
described what he said were the funda- 



mental missteps of the Democratic 
Party in dealing with the economy, 
with the appointment of Supreme 
Court justices, and with issues of na- 
tional security. 

The rallying of spirits came on one 
of the biggest points of contention 
right now - the United State's continu- 
ing presence in Iraq.

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Bad guns 
handle 
bad guys

MUNDELEIN - Using spe- 
cial high-tech equipment and 
tactics, the Northern Illinois 
Police Alarm System responds 
to calls that are too large or 
dangerous for regular police 
departments to handle. 

The team was created in 
1987 because police agencies 
in the area did not have the re- 
sources to deal with certain 
types of crime, such as hos- 
tage situations. NIPAS now 
serves more than 1.8 million 
people, or about 92 cities Vn 
Lake, Cook, McHenry and 
DuPage Counties. 

Participating police depart- 
ments have at least one officer 
as a member of NIPAS, in ad- 
dition to paying a fee for the 
services. In return, NIPAS re- 
sponds* to crimes such as 
hostage or terrorist situa- 
s, riots, natural disasters, 
ical spills, train derail- 
ments and more. 

Officer Brian Yarc of the

Mundelein Police.Department 
is a member of NIPAS. He's on 
the entry team - the first 
group of officers who enter a 
house when there is a barri- 
caded subject who won't come 
-out. The unit is also delivers 
high-risk warrants. 

A containment unit "deliv- 
ers tear gas, a marksman unit 
comprises snipers and nego- 
tiators, who assist with intelli- 
gence and hostage situations. 
NIPAS also has two K-9 units. 

NIPAS can be called into 
any member city or town. 
Usually, the police chief of 
that town will call the squad. 

"I have all the same powers 
as if I was a member of that 
police department," he said. 



The team handles about 30 
"call outs" each year. 

Training for NIPAS is a 
lengthy process, which in- 
cludes fitness tests, gun tests, 
an oral exam, comprehensive 
"physical and psychological ex- 
aminations, stress tests, a 
SWAT course, and schooling. 

After making the team, offi- 
cers participate in at least two 
days of training each month, 
with at least three weeklbng 
training schools each year. 
The team also responds to at 
least four "full-blown opera- 
tional scenarios" each year, ac- 
cording to Yarc.

GRAYSLAKE - The Lake 
County Fair Association once 
again is considering the sale of 
the Lake County Fairgrounds. 

Grayslake Farms LLC re- 
portedly has offered $26.5 mil- 
lion for the fairgrounds prop- 
erty at Routes 120 and 45. 

The association is scheduled 
to vote on the matter June 12. 
The vote would allow the fair 
board to negotiate the sale. 

Last July, officials an- 
nounced that a proposed retail 
development between 1 million 
and 1.2 million square feet - a 
space potentially big enough 
for a large mall - was being con- 
sidered for the fairgrounds 
property, though that deal even- 
tually fell through. 

In mid-August, Grayslake of- 
ficials authorized a sewer 
amendment agreement with 
Lake County that put 60 acres of 
the Lake County Fairgrounds 
into Grayslake's sanitary sewer 
service area. That agreement 
gave Grayslake sewer service

control over the 112-acre fair- 
grounds site. 

The village also had ap- 
proved a transportation agree- 
ment, which required that an 
extensive traffic study be done 
to identify the impact of any 
proposed development on 
nearby roads~and related road 
improvements. 

■Grayslake Mayor Tim Perry 
said the village has expressed 
an interest and is willing to 
work with the fair board in 
completing a fairgrounds sale. 

"We have already given them 
a strong commitment to assist 
them in anyway we can," he 
said. 

No members of the fair 
board could be reached for com- 
ment at press time. 
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State budget 
a new sham 



Illinois Democrats ap- 
proved a state budget earlier 
this month that increases 
spending $1.4 billion without 
money in the bank to pay for it. 

Laying reckless spending at 
the feet of Democrats might 
sound like partisan editorializ- 
ing from a heavily Republican 
county. 

But Republicans were 
locked out of negotiations, 
with the state's three leading 
Democrats dropping a $56 bil- 
lion spending plan on their 
desks with less than two days 
to study it. 

Democrats control state 
government, with Rod 
Blagojevich as governor, Emil 
Jones as Senate'president and 
Michael Madigan as House 
speaker. They put the budget 
together. 

And Democrats want to re- 
tain control of the governor's 
office and General Assembly 
after the November election. 

The budget is full of elec- 
tion-year goodies that might 
play well on the campaign 
trail. It includes expanded pre- 
school education, more educa- 
tion spending, more college 
aid, and more prison guards. It 
includes hundreds of millions 
of dollars in "member initia- 
tive" money, commonly de- 
rided as pork spending for pet 



projects. 

How Blagojevich, Jones and 
Madigan pay for this is a 
sham. 

The state pension fund is 
being raided, with $1.1 billion 
being diverted from it; $650 
million comes from the gas 
tax; $190 million from funds 
designated for specific pro- 
grams; and $350 million the 
sale of the state college loan • 
portfolio. 

On paper, the budget is bal- 
anced. In reality, it is a shell 
game, Try pinning down any 
state official on real budget 
numbers. Hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars are being 
spent, but no one can say for 
what. 

The Legislature was sup- 
posed to adjourn a month ago. 
But not even Democrats could 
get together to craft a budget. 

The budget process is 
flawed, with Blagojevich tak- 
ing full advantage of it - not 
unlike his predecessors. 

Sanity needs to be intro- 
duced. One of the best ways 
would be for the final budget to 
be put on display, with spend- 
ing of every dollar detailed 
line by line, at least a week be- 
fore voting on it. 

That would give legislators 
and "the public time to find the 
devils in the details.

Bilingual education takes away incentive for some to learn English

Our elected senate represen- 
tatives quickly backed him up, 
63-34, to make English the offi- 
cial language. 

The national debate has 
moved from what to do with all 
of the illegal immigrants al- 
ready here to what our na- 
tional language will be. 

This has raised the ire of all 
whose personal beliefs lie any- 
where between xenophobia 
and the desire for the United 



States of America to become 
the United States of the World. 

To those who think the con- 
cept of declaring a national 
language is silly, I say this: As 
someone who works day in and 
day out with "bilingual" stu- 
dents who tell me that they 
don't want to learn to speak 
English because its "hard" and 
that, furthermore, don't need 
to because everything they 
need is translated into Spanish 
for them, I beg to differ. 

The more astute students 
complain that their acqisition 
of the English language is 



hampered by well-meaning 
translations. 

I hear this (in Spanish) all 
the time: "It's hard to practice 
speaking English when every- 
thing I need is available in - 
Spanish - I'm not forced to 
even try." 

Well, I've never heard that 
from my non-Hispanic immi- 
grant students. 

They have simply become 
nearly fluent in English in the 
few months that they've been 
here. 

But whatever your philoso- 
phy of language acquisition, 



the reality is that English has 
been the official language of 
Illinois since 1969 (repealing a 
1923 law designating 
"American" as the official state 
language). 

How a new Federal declara- 
tion might affect those resi- 
dents who aren't fluent in 
English is up in the air. 

But I am curious about this: 
at a time when our legislators 
are struggling to make budget- 
ary ends meet, how much 
money would be saved if, 
through attrition, no more 
forms, newsletters, applica- 



tions, or voice messages were 
translated and provided in lan- 
guages other than English? 

No more bilingual signs, 
voting ballots, or driving tests. 

Heck, no more bilingual ed- 
ucation. What's the dollar 
amount -thousands, millions, 
billions? 

I asked my non-Spanish- 
speaking immigrant students, 
who arrived here shortly be- 
fore the school year began, 
what they thought of this. 

They shrugged and said to 
me in nearly perfect English, 
"It's fine by us."

There is no doubt we can all do better. 
While our national policy makers are busy 
trying to build nations, social service 
providers and your local township's in Lake 
County are trying to rebuild lives and 
strengthen communities. 

When Lake County Community Action 
Partnership conducts this poverty simula- 
tion again, I would strongly encourage our 
county, state and local policy makers to 
participate and to experience what it is like 
to exist in poverty.

Explore Gurnee budget 

The village of Gurnee is taking a danger- 
ous step in the wrong direction. 

The economic base in Gurnee, with its 
ability to generate large amounts of sales 
tax revenue, is the envy of Lake County. 
While communities in Lake County strug- 
gle with stagnant or declining tax receipts, 
the village of Gurnee will experience natu- 
ral revenue growth between 4-5 percent, 
without raising any taxes. The natural in- 
crease in revenue will bring the village ap- 
proximately $3.5 million in increased rev- 
enue. 

It leaves citizens wondering why the vil- 
lage decided to raise our taxes, and why 
they have more tax increases planned for 
the future. 

The culprit is spending. Spending will in- 



crease this year an unprecedented 9 per- 
cent, providing very little in the way of new 
services or public improvements for the 
citizens. Gurnee citizens are not getting 
anything substantial from the village for 
this 9 percent increase. It is the same vil- 
lage government, only at a higher cost. 

For years, the village has been balancing 
its budget without tax increases. Even 
during times when the village faced rev- 
enue shortfalls with the economic down- 
turn after Sept. 11, 2001, the budgets were 
balanced without tax increases. Now that 
the economy has recovered and tax rev- 
enues are on the rise, the village suddenly 
has a budget crisis. It seems to do more 
with a change in taxation philosophy due 
to a new mayor, rather than any recent 
current events or change in circum- 
stances. 

The new administration would rather 
raise taxes, than restrain spending accord- 
ing to past practice. 

When citizens asked the village to have 
its staff prepare a budget with smaller 
spending increases, Village staff came up 
with a draconian budget, with cuts of 15 
employees in the police and fire depart- 
ments. It seems that the Village was not 
as interested in exploring serious spending 
restraint, as it was in trying to build sup- 
port for a tax increase.

"From the beginning, ' we 
wanted to have a commercial 
center - a small, kind of 
human-sized commerce center. 
This will provide that." 

Ranney's daughter, Alison, 
is marketing and sales director 
for the new development. 

She said Station Square will 
be a destination point, an area 
with enough retail and enter- 
tainment to draw people from 
surrounding communities. 

"It's not going to be too com- 
mercial," she said. "But it will 
be vibrant enough that there 
are things to do." 

The layout 

"At. the head of Station 
Square is the Burnham. Buil- 
ding, a residential structure 
with 20 condominiums. 

The building faces south to- 
ward Route 137 and is flanked 
on either side by the Bennett 
and Wacker buildings. 

Unlike the Burnham 
Building, the Bennett and 
Wacker buildings will have 
shops, offices and eateries on 
the ground floors, with eight 
residential units on the second 
and third floors. 

In the center of the struc- 
tures will be a small" park, 
where concerts and other 
events can take place. 

One of the more notable 
amenities of Station Square is 
its proximity to two train sta- 
tions; both trains stop in 
Chicago and one stops at 
O'Hare International Airport.
